Letter to the editor 

At least one ACE columnist has expressed a continuing annoyance regarding perceived 
interference caused to pirate shortwave broadcasters by some licensed U.S. shortwave stations, 
among them WSHB. I bring a lot of energy and enthusiasm to the subject of interference, so I am 
writing to express an opinion about it. 

Transmitter-caused interference, receiver-generated interference and interference resolution are jl 
subjects that help to define the interference problems and how to solve them. 

Transmitter interference 

It is rare that improper operation of a licensed broadcast transmitter is at the root of an 
interference problem. Not unheard of, but rare. Here is an example: 

• KBNO, Denver-ln 1979, I was operations director for KWBZ, 1150 kHz, Englewood, 
Colorado, a Denver suburb. Within my responsibility were prograrnming and technical 
operations. 

One morning when I drove to work, listening to the station, I heard a "clicking" noise on the 
station. While at work, one or more listeners called to complain of the "clicking" interference. 

Whe'n one listener heard something "wrong" with the station, usually they all learned about it. 
KWBZ, you see, was a "talk" station that aired telephone calls. Listeners were quick to gripe "on 
the air" about anything they didn't like, including this new interference. 

I verified that the clicking was not being fed from the studio down the telephone line to the 
transmitter, and then left to drive to the transmitter to check equipment there. As I drove, I tuned 
either side of KWBZ's dial position and found the clicking extended beyond the station's 
licensed frequency. Further observation revealed the clicking kept time to music being played on 
KBNO, 1220 kHz, Denver. So instead of driving to the KWBZ transmitter, I drove to the KBNO 
studio. 

I spoke with the station's general manager, George Sandoval, who was hosting the morning 
show. "There must be something wrong with your transmitter, George," I explained. "It is 
causing interference that is picked up by KWBZ listeners when they tune our station. You need 
to fix it." 

i 

George asked, "Should I turn off the transmitter?" I replied: "I can't tell you to do that That's 
your decision. But if I were you, the first thing I would do is call my chief engineer and ask him 
to verify whether your transmitter is the source." 

I returned to the KWBZ studio and, presumably, George called his chief engineer. He left the 
transmitter on. KWBZ's owner, John Mullins, asked me whether I ought to file a complaint with 
the FCC. I said it would be better to wait until George had a chance to fix the problem. The next 
day, the clicking was gone. Repairs had been made at KBNO. 

(For those who like to track this sort of thing, KWBZ later changed its call letters to KRZN. Last 
year, it swapped frequencies with KJIM, 760 kHz, Thornton, another Denver suburb. KJEM, 
1150 kHz, then changed its call letters to KFRR. Today, KRZN occupies 760 kHz. Each station 
uses the other's former transmitter.) 



Not usually the transmitter 

Broadcast station licensees and their engineers normally take great care to operate their 
transmitters properly, especially if the station is financially sound. When interference is traced to 
the transmitter, steps usually are taken quickly to rectify any problem. 

Other stations where I worked received interference complaints from listeners. For example, 
KLAK, Lakewood, Colorado, a Denver suburb, received complaints from its neighbors who 
heard the 1600 kHz signal on other dial positions and on their telephones and other devices. The 
problem was their proximity to the KLAK transmitter. 

When KLAK was built, it was surrounded by ranch land. As the land was developed into 
residential housing, people moved into KLAK's "blanket" coverage area. The "blanket" 
coverage area is an area defined by the FCC as being close to the transmitter and having high 
signal levels. It is an area where receivers are subject to "front-end overload" whereby they may 
pick up the broadcast signal on unexpected dial positions. There are cures, but none that can be 
applied to the transmitter. Try to tell that to the neighbor. I have. 

Many radio amateurs hear complaints from neighbors who receive interference on home 
entertainment devices ill-equipped to filter amateur signals. The amateur station may be 
operating entirely within FCC specifications, yet its signal may be received as interference on 
many consumer products. 

As far as the neighbor is concerned, if the radio amateur ceased operation, the problem would be 
solved. Thus, the problem must lie in the radio amateur's equipment, yes? No, it does not, but 
try to convince the neighbor. Similar conclusions may be drawn with respect to interference from 
WSHB and other stations. 

I am not so quick to conclude that the WSHB transmitter is operated improperly or contrary to 
FCC specifications. I do not doubt that some listeners "hear interference" from WSHB. I suspect 
some listeners* expectations of transmitter sideband noise suppression are higher than regulations 
require and their expectations of receiver performance go beyond their receivers* designs. 

WSHB's chief engineer, Bob German, wrote me to say the station presently is the victim of 
severe interference from Radio Kiev on 7,400 kHz. "What will eventually happen is we will find 
a new spot on 41 meters," his letter reads. 

One ACE columnist expressed the opinion that WSHB must be causing interference to 
radioteletype (RTTY) stations in Havana, Cuba, and Moscow that use 7,407 kHz to exchange 
messages. German identified the Havana station as CML5 and wrote: "Generally speaking, 
point-to-point circuits use highly directive rhombic antennas to eliminate a lot of interference. So 
even though a casual listener in, for example, Ohio would feel that WSHB is interfering with the 
RTTY circuit, the actual users probably notice very little interference." 

German continued: "As a matter of fact, the utility stations use commercial -grade receivers with 
sharp intermediate-frequency (IF) filters. For example, I can copy CML5 perfectly at home in 
Allendale, SC, even with WSHB operating nearby on 7,400 kHz. I use a Racal 1270 receiver. 
Switching over to one of my Yaesu FRG 8800 receivers, I have a hard time copying anything. 
There simply is a lot of difference in performance between a $600 radio and a $6,000 radio." 

German expressed an opinion as to why shortwave listeners have difficulty tuning weak signals 
in the 41 meter band: "I guess what is happening right now is that with the solar activity so high,

the 7 MHz band has become a real freeway on the north/south East Coast circuit. A lot of 
listeners actually have receiver front-end overload problems. The other extreme is 9,455 kHz, 
which is average on that circuit in the evening hours. No one is complaining about us there, and 
Radio Ankara from Turkey can be heard clearly, with no interference from us, on 9,445 kHz. 
WSHB uses the same transmitter and antenna on 9,455 kHz as it does on 7,400 kHz." 

In my December article, "How To Pre -Emphasize Audio For The Best Possible Reception," I 
reprinted the FCC's "RF mask" for standard AM broadcast stations in the 535 kHz to 1605 kHz 
(soon to be 1705 kHz) band. It shows that, for example, effective July 1, sideband noise 40 kHz 
to either side of an AM station's dial position should be suppressed at least 45 dB» despite the 
maximum limit of 10 kHz baseband audio. 

Say I were to tune local station WHB, 710 kHz, Kansas City, and its signal were 45 dB over S9-- 
I might hear some S9 sideband noise at dial positions as far removed as 670 kHz and 750 kHz. I 
might call the sideband noise "interference." Nevertheless, the WHB transmitter could be 
operating properly and within FCC limits. Depending upon my receiver's design, I might hear 
sideband noise stronger than S9. 

Although I do not have a copy of the "RF mask" for U.S. shortwave broadcast stations, I think it 
would reveal that listeners can expect a certain amount of sideband noise at frequencies 
considerably removed from the licensed dial position if the shortwave station's signal is 
exceptionally strong. 

Receiver interference 

Shortwave receivers can generate their own interference, especially in the presence of strong 
signals such as those from WSHB and WWCR. Chapter 12 of the 1990 ARRL Handbook for 
Radio Amateurs reveals some shortcomings of even the most expensive shortwave receivers: 

"Double-conversion superheterodyne receivers were for a long time the choice of manufacturers 
and amateurs. The second IF was often 100 kHz or 50 kHz, thereby enabling the designer to get 
fairly reasonable orders of selectivity by means of high-Q IF transformers. That concept predated 
the availability of crystal-lattice and mechanical filters. The low-frequency second IF dictated 
the use of a double-conversion circuit to minimize image responses. 

"Single-conversion receivers offer much cleaner performance in terms of spurious responses and 
dynamic range. Although their performance is acceptable in many instances, there is 
considerable room for improvement. At least there is only one mixer to cause intermodulation 
distortion (IMD) and overloading problems in a single-conversion superheterodyne receiver. A 
strong doubly balanced mixer (DBM) and careful gain distribution in such a receiver can yield 
superb performance. Of course, the local oscillator should be stable and low in noise components 
to further enhance performance. Thus far, not many commercially built amateur receivers meet 
these criteria. 

"In terms of dynamic range, some manufactured receivers exhibit an MDS (minimum discernible 
signal) of -145dBm (referenced to the noise floor); blocking of the desired signal does not occur 
(ldB of compression) until the adjacent test signal is some 1 16 dB above the noise floor, and the 
two-tone IMD dynamic range is on the order of 85 dB. A receiver with the approximate figures 
just given b considered to be an acceptable one for use where fairly strong signals prevail" 
[italics added] 

Money spent on a shortwave receiver does not dictate its performance in the presence of strong 
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signals. Design does. For example, Sherwood Engineering, Denver, found that the Drake R-4C 
receiver had many desirable characteristics, but lacked a few others. One defect of the receiver is 
IF filter leakage that allows strong signals entering the first IF stage to leak past the second IF 
stage filter, no matter how narrow the second IF filter may be. 

Thus, a listener using the 250 Hz CW filter and who hears interference from an adjacent 
frequency might incorrectly attribute it to some kind of splatter from "the other guy's" 
maladjusted transmitter, when really it is IF filter leakage. Sherwood sold narrow, add-on, 
switchable first IF filters to solve the problem. With the Sherwood filters, the R-4C took its place 
at the top of Sherwood's receiver performance list, ahead of the legendary Collins R-390A. 

Interference resolution 

I cannot think of a single instance in which an interference situation has been resolved only by 
writing about it in a publication. Maybe it has happened, but an example is unknown to me. 

Instead, interference resolution starts when the party receiving interference communicates with 
party causing it. If that fails, sometimes the FCC can lend a hand by requiring and monitoring 
responses from the offending party. Once in awhile, the FCC sends engineers to make 
measurements and to draw conclusions regarding proper transmitter operation. If they find the 
transmitter defective or improperly operated, the engineers issue citations to require corrective 
action. A licensee who never takes corrective action after being cited faces escalating fines and 
license revocation. 

If an ACE member is convinced that interference is caused by an improperly operated transmitter 
licensed by the FCC, then the first step is to write to the licensee. I would be pleased to supply 
addresses from my reference books. 

Interference reports should include the time, frequency and nature of the interference. To be 
taken seriously, the reports should cite interference caused by a licensed station to the reception 
of one or more other licensed stations, U.S. or foreign. 

Estimate: 

» the strength of the signal receiving interference. 

■ the strength of the interference on the desired station's frequency. 

• the strength of the suspected source of interference on its own licensed frequency. 

As detailed a description of the interference and reception conditions as possible should be 
included. Tape recordings can be useful. 

You are likely to fmd most broadcast station engineers helpful and sympathetic to interference 
complaints. At least, that has been my experience. 

At the same time, they are likely to be knowledgeable about transmitter sideband noise and 
receiver performance limitations. You may "hear interference" outside what you believe to be 
reasonable broadcast station bandwidth limits. But that does not necessarily mean the transmitter 
is operating improperly or that the transmitter is causing the interference.

COVERT CORNER 

Okay, I have to open this month with an apology. Last month I said Don Schimmel is not 
an ACE member. Don promptly let me know I was wrong. Well excuse me buddy 11 That's the 
last time I ever try to protect your reputation ! 

The big news over the past few weeks has been the "Foghorn," a new type of signal that's 
been appearing all over the place during the evening hours. The Foghorn is a synthesized sound 
that resembles a cross between a Nintendo game sound effect and Jimi Hendrix. It is intermittent, 
being heard for only a few seconds at a time on a frequency. For example, I heard The Foghorn on 
7920 kHz on January 15 from 0627 to past 0700. The Foghorn was heard for about 30 seconds at 
a time, with intervals of approximately one minute between signals. 

The Foghorn is often heard on two frequencies within the same general range. For exam- 
ple, on January 14 it was heard on 5240 and 5303.5 kHz at 0500. On January 21, it was heard on 
1 1420 and 1 1468 at around 0530. 

What is really remarkable about the Foghorn is that it apparently seems to deliberately jam 
certain types of covert stations! On January 7, the Foghorn was taking out a five-digit Spanish sta- 
tion on 7920 at 0453; when the numbers transmission ended, the Foghorn left the frequency and 
did not return. At 0530 that same evening, the Foghorn was atop KKN50 on 6925.5 and taking it 
out as well. Regular numbers stations monitors such as Havana Moon and Kristin Kaye have 
heard it drowning out numbers stations on frequencies such as 6840. 

So what is it? Right now the jury's still out. It could be a jammer, or it could be some sort 
of data transmission for various purposes (but it doesn't sound like packet, multiplex, etc.). More 
reports and observations are definitely needed. Where is it from? We have a good clue that if s 
from a Central American site — hopefully, we'll have something more concrete soon. 

George Zeller took time out from preparing his 1990 Pirate Directory (the only pirate radio 
book you'll ever need) to write about some of his loggings. He reports a slow pitched series of a 
dozen repeating tones on 7535.8 at 0400 on January 14; this was followed by a "message" of rapid 
tones until the first dozen tones repeated at 0404 until sign off at 0405. (My guess, George, is that 
this was some sort of "piccolo" transmission — HLH). George reports something that sounds like 
the Foghorn on 6266 at 0350 on January 7. George also says he "prints'* a bootleg RTTY net on 
27538.6 at 1450 January 13 50/200R with calls such as "FT141 DE AZ01. n Finally, George notes 
a lot of weird activity on 6840. In addition to numbers, he also hears phonetic alphabet stations. 
Right you are on that, George; by my records, 6840 has seen more different types of unusual radio 
signals— everything from phonetic alphabet messages to tone- modulated CW numbers—than any 
other frequency. This is one frequency you should check whenever you're listening. 

A member who wishes to remain anonymous writes that he visited El Salvador in 1985 and 
was surprised to see a lot of amateur radio equipment in use there for clearly non-amateur purpos- 
es. He said he was visiting a sock factory in San Miguel and saw a Kenwood TS-430S installed in 
an office there. It was tuned to a frequency in the 7.5 MHz range, and he was told it was used to 
alert the military if the area or factory came under attack. This member further writes that a consid- 
erable amount of drug-related traffic in Latin America uses amateur radio equipment, particularly 

above and below 20 meters and below 40 meters.

THE PIRATE RADIO DIRECTORY - 1990 EDITION - NOW AVAILABLE 

As projected in last month»s Clandestine Profile column, the 1990 edition of The Pirate Radio 
Directory (by your editor George Zeller) is now available. This 76 page book profiles 111 North 
American pirate stations that were active in 1989, which represents a huge 127% increase over 
the number profiled in last year's edition. All stations receive coverage of their history and origin, 
times and frequencies of past operations, programming format and content, station personnel, and 
correspondence address (when known). Detailed sections in the book cover how to hear and QSL 
pirate stations. The number of illustrations has also increased to 53. If you liked the 1989 edition 
of this Directory, you will want to take a look at the greatly expanded and massively rewritten 
1990 edition. Despite the significant expansion, Tiare has managed to keep the cost down. The 
book is available at a moderate cost of $7.95 US, plus $2.00 shipping and handling in the USA. (The 
shipping and handling fee is $3.00 US for foreign orders). Orders should be sent to Tiare Publications, 
Post Office Box 493, Lake Geneva, Wisconsin 53147. I will try to minimize these blatant plugs during 
the rest of the year, but 1 enjoyed writing this edition, and 1 hope that you will also enjoy reading 
and using it. Your comments and suggestions on the book are welcome. 

RADIO MISKUT RETURNS 

Despite the drastic budget cuts that the Nicaraguan Contras suffered during the past year, their 
clandestine radio stations remain on the air. Your editor still hears their primary station, Radio 
Quince de Septiembre, nightly in the 2300 UTC (and later) range on a measured frequency of.6214.47 
KHz. (This is about 70 hz higher than they used to use). In addition, clandestine expert Gerry Dexter 
of Wisconsin called to confirm reports in other DX sources that another recently inactive Contra 
station, Radio Miskut, has returned to the air. It is on at about the same time as Radio Quince 
de Septiembre on its old variable 5560 KHz frequency. This station first went on the air in 1983, 
broadcasting in the Miskito Indian language to parts of Nicaragua populated by this ethnic group. 
However, for the last three years or so it had apparently been silent. Gerry's October 1986 issue 
of his Clandestine Confidential newsletter gave an address for Radio Miskut, but it certainly is 
not known if it is still good. If you'd like to give it a try, it is Misura Political Commission, Post 
Office Box 1668, Tegucigalpa, Honduras. 

RADIO P ATRIA LIBRE CHANGES FREQUENCIES 

The Colombian clandestine Radio Patria Libre has abandoned its old frequency in the 6750 KHz 
range. It is now operating down on the high end of the 49 meter pirate band. Your editor heard 
them on 6300 KHz froom 0035-0131* UTC on January 1. On January 22 they signed off much earlier 
at 0103* UTC, and were up slightly in frequency to 6310.1 KHz. This station's programming is 
essentially unchanged, with male and female announcers attacking the government of Colombia, 
supplemented by some local folk ballads. While they have definitely changed frequencies in 1990, 
the motive behind the move is unclear. The United States' invasion of Panama and its aborted 
proposal to send the Navy to patrol off the coast of Colombia in an anti-drug effort have certainly 
not diminished the amount of material available for dissection on Radio Patria Libre. In a slightly 
related matter, a late January issue of Newsweek magazine reported that the cocaine arrest of 
Washington, DC Mayor Marion Barry was front-page news in Bogota. It might also make sense to 
monitor Radio Patria Libre during President Bush's forthcoming visit to Colombia for the Western 
Hemisphere drug summit. 

WSHB RESPONDS TO A*C*E MEMBERS AGAIN 

In the January A*C*E, Don Bishop once again had a very interesting interview With Bob German, 
Chief Engineer of WSHB shortwave in Pineland, South Carolina. 1 accepted Bob's invitation to write 
hiim about the puzzling "hash" white noise that many of us have been hearing about +/- 20 KHz 
around WSHB's 7400 KHz signal. This hiss effect has some influence on at least one clandestine 
frequency, 7380 KHz, which often is occupied by a transmitter parallel to La Voz del CID's primary 
9941.7 KHz channel. Bob was kind enough to reply with a detailed 3i page response. He included 
a nice picture of the station's impressive antenna array that is driven by a Brown Baveri 500 kilowatt 
transmitter. Don reports that he has been giving serious consideration to all of the "rumbling" in 
DX circles about his transmitter's "hiss." 

Don says that his own FRG-8800 (fed by a series of Alpha Delta slopers) is absolutely clobbered 
by WSHB on frequencies like 7410 KHz. But, he only lives 20 miles from the powerful transmitter, 
and this effect is certainly just front end overload from the WSHB groundwave signal. The 8800 
is notorious for this. However, Don also uses (gasp!) a Racal 1270 receiver. On this professional 
receiver, he can filter out the adjacent WSHB powerhouse, and he notices no hiss. Don says even 
7406 KHz is "absolutely clear" on his $7500 Racal. 
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The WSHB staff has even gone to the trouble of temporarily swapping transmitter frequencies with 
their Maine site on a test basis. Don says that the results of this test were "that our signal is clean 
as a whistle and well within the legal requirements regarding bandwidth and spurs." Don also points 
out that ICOM 9000 spectrum display readings should be done with a heavy 100 Hz bandwidth notch 
on the center carrier of an observed station. I will have to check out this possibility the next time 
that I have access to a 9000. The last time, at the Universal Shortwave showroom in Reynoldsburg, 
Ohio, I noted an unusually wide set of bandwidth skirts around the WSHB 7400 carrier on the 9000's 
spectrum display. Don speculates that what we all have observied is simply the 25 megawatt 
effective beam of WSHB enhanced by outstanding current propagation on 41 meters. All of us in 
A*C*E acertainly appreciate Don's excellent responsiveness to inquiries from DX-ers. We should 
also keep in mind that Christian Science Monitor shortwave stations have been extremely supportive 
of the Committee to Preserve Radio Verifications, and they deserve kudos for this. 

But, despite Don's friendly and detailed analysis, 1 remain puzzled. That wideband hiss is still there, 
and I am just not convinced that it is caused only by a superpowered beam heading and red hot 
41 meter propagation. It is just too common in people's receivers all over eastern North America. 
Don also mentioned in his letter that WSHB uses the new high-tech digital dynamic carrier 
controlled modulation method, which physically prevents overmodulation while maintaining 
maximum transmitter efficiency. Might the hiss be a latent side effect of this? Don unequivocally 
denies that WSHB generates spurs, and 1 think that he is correct. What we hear does not sound like 
a transmitter spur. It is something else. What do the rest of you think? Send in your opinions! I 
will talk some more about this in the March A*C*E. 

FREE RADIO ONE - PIRATE OR CLANDESTINE? 

We still are kicking around the case of Free Radio One as an example of the borderline between 
pirate and clandestine stations. Last month we heard from Mike Hardester of Okinawa, who feels 
that Free Radio One is a clandestine. Mike's logic was that since Free Radio One is strongly political 
in -its programming content, and since it viciously attacks the United States government's tax 
policies and "religious persecution," it crosses over the line to clandestine status. Your editor tends 
to agree with this, given the vigor that the station uses in attacking our existing government. 

But, pirate expert and A*C*E editor Andrew Yoder checks in this month with an opposing view. 
Andrew says that only one person operates this station, and that he does not really appear to be 
trying to overthrow the government. Andrew finds it hard to accept the concept "hobby clandestine." 
The Free Radio One irregular schedule and seeming isolation from any organized political group 
mean that it cannot be a clandestine. So, according to Andrew's logic, it should be considered a 
pirate. In fact* Andrew goes one step further. He also puts the Voice of Tomorrow clearly in the 
"pirate" category. The V of T transmits irregularly, it is "isolated," and they are "not connected 
to any other political or military force." Andrew also points out that if political content alone could 
classify a station as a clandestine, then KNBS, Radio Free Willy, Tangerine Radio, Radio SDI, and 
other political pirates would then be "clandestines." 

I would add one alternative perspective. It is one thing to operate a clandestine directed against 
a relatively small country such as Zimbabwe, Nicaragua, or El Salvador. It is quite another kettle 
of fish to beam clandestine radio programming to a superpower like the United States on a regularly 
scheduled basis. If the USA military got sick of the Voice of Tomorrow, the Voice of Communism, 
or any other station (including unanimously agreed upon stations that are clandestines), then it 
could make relatively fast work of it. Fidel Castro would have a much more difficult time going 
to Guatemala to knock La Voz del CID or Radio Caiman off the air. So, even if a "real" clandestine 
by Andrew's standards came on the air with a beam toward the USA, it is probable that its schedule 
would be somewhat irregular, unless it were operated by somebody like the Soviet Union. I think 
that both Mike and Andrew are making interesting points. We are actually exploring a fine grey 
area between the pirate and clandestine station categories. It seems to me that the Voice of 
Tomorrow does represent a revolutionary political force, even if its numbers may currently be 
small in the United States. The Free Radio One example is somewhat more murky. Comments on 
all of this from other A*C*E members are quite welcome.

Local FM radio in the New York City area may now really suffer with 
the loss of WJPL on November 6. According to W5YI report, the station 
was raided by FCC agents AND US Marshalls. 

unfortunately, one report gave little more information on the 
situation (le, whether the equipment was confiscated, what the fine 
was, or any history/ information on the station), other than the usual 
FCC threats. 

The WJPL bust is especially controversial after WHOT was busted in 
July. Then, it was rumored that informants from another station or 
station(sJ xurned the location of tne wHOT transmitter into- the FCC . 
One of the stations rumored was the WHOT rival, WJPL. 

And since additional rumors of revenge had been spreading around 
the area, the WJPL bust just makes things juicier. Was the FCC 
tipped off about WJPL from WHOT staff members, or were they actually 
just caught by the FCC? Talk about pirate radio soap operas; now we 
just need some steamy romance and love triangles to top it off! 

Evidently, some of the "bad vibes" between the stations stem from 
the lack of FM spectrum space in NYC. Presently, only 1 or 2 frequenci- 
es are open. So pirates are forced to fight for their frequencies. I've 
actually heard reports of violence between the different station 
managers. 

But, as with any rumors, reimsmber to take them just as that, and not 
as fact. With many conflicting reports doming from that scene, it's 
difficult to determine what is fact and what isn't.

0157 UTC Monday, 01-21-90. "Foghorn" observed on the air-to-ground 
frequency of 6577 kHz. As if AERINC didn't already have enough 
trouble, what with Numbers transmissions and other types of jammers. 

0200 UTC Monday, 01-21-90. The electronic war (?) continues at a 
highly elevated level as 6577 kHz is bombarded - not only by the 
"Foghorn", but by a "Buzz Saw Jammer", and the usual 5-D Spanish 
transmission. Said frequency being rendered totally useless for 
numerous aircraft in flight. 

WAKE UP, State Department! 

Exclusive to A*C*E - At some few times during the month of June, 
1989, the 5-D Spanish transmission on 6577 kHz was determined to 
be originating from within a 25-mile radius of Managua, Nicaragua. 
This information, as usual, from those sources that decline to be 
identified. 



NUMBERS 101, PART 3 

Type 3 Transmission Formats 



"Atencion 133 00 30" (repeated for several minutes) 

"30" (repeated for less than one minute) 

xxxxx xxxxx . . . (ciphertext or crypt) 

"Final" (repeated twice) 



The first three digits are the identifier, with the following two 
digits an unknown. The last two digits before the crypt are the 
"group count" digits. 

To the best of my knowledge, this transmission format is seldom 
heard - I would be very interested in reception reports from 
any of you who might encounter it. 

And speaking of reception reports, the *IDEAL* report would con- 
sist of the Identifier, Group Count and the first three and last 
5-digit groups of the crypt. This in conjunction with the usual 
details regarding frequency, time in UTC, etc. Now, while I 
realize that this is time consuming and out of the question for 
most - any of you who would be willing to spend the time would 
be contributing greatly to Numbers research efforts. 

If you listen very carefully to 5-digit and CW transmissions, 
you'll find that the pause after every tenth group is slightly 
longer than that between the other groups of the crypt. If you 
were to record the transmission at 2.4 cm and then play it back 
at 1.2 cm, you would notice the pause following the tenth 
group to be very prominent. 
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The number of groups is twelve per minute in 5-digit Spanish. 
The very same for 4-digit English and Spanish. The only exception 
I've noted in this cadence is in the live, or non-computer 
generated 5-digit Spanish transmissions.

Maintain 
a close watch. 6802 kHz, after a long absence, once again 
active, and don't forget the mystery of 6835 kHz - shared by 
Air Force l, Air Force 2, 5-D Spanish Numbers, and now - by 
a major electronics manufacturer which has just been granted 
an experimental license for this frequency. Talk about 
strange bedfellows . . .

There's been a truly peculiar transmission moving about the spect- 
rum lately, best described as a "Foghorn". Well, could it be that 
the "Foghorn" is a new and sophisticated jamming device? 

One recent Saturday Night while "Numbers Chasing" with the Amigas 
on "Los Numeros" we came across the "Foghorn" on 7920 kHz at 0500 
UTC. Signal strength was very powerful, ranging from well over S9 
at my QTH to S7-S8 on the West Coast. And that's not all. 
Underneath the "Foghorn" was a PAB (phonetic alphabet station) 
transmitting five character phonetic groups! I noted the signal 
strength of the Numbers Station to be around S7. Reception was 
extremely weak in San Diego, and not heard at all in San Jose. 
This (these) transmissions continued until approximately 0540 UTC. 
After the phonetic transmission ended, the "Foghorn" continued to 
transmit. 

The phonetic groups were broadcast by a YL using the standard inter- 
national phonetic alphabet but with decidedly non-standard pronuncia- 
tion. 

Example: LEE-MAH (Lima) NO-VEM-BEER (November) , 

EEN-DI-YAH (India) U-NEE-FORM (Uniform) 

Use of non-standard pronunciation is an indication that the receive- 
site may use a voice-recognition system. 

Back to the "Foghorn" - it was later found jamming 6925.5 kHz, a 
known KKN50 frequency. It was learned the following day that a 
complaint was filed by the State Department as a result of this 
interference . 

A new form of jammer? Who? And why? Any thoughts? 

An interesting sideline from Harry Helms - Harry says KKNSO's 
marker transmission was greatly enhanced by this mysterious "Fog- 
horn" with nomadic tendencies. Any ideas, folks? It's got the 
self-appointed experts confused - this, much to their chagrin! 
And if you think this group is confused, you ought to see the 
tizzy the professionals are in . . .
